the pension to persons who actually 
blind. Inder the degrees of 
| blindness fixed in the law passed two 
|\years ago there were so many per- 
{eons eligible to pensions that the 
'funds derived from the blind pension 
tax were insufficient to meet the de- 
| mands. 
| Under the law enacted tonight. 
which will be ready for the Govern- 
'or’s signature when the House 
‘agrees to minor Senate amend- 
|\ments, persons who with properly 
‘adjusted glasses have no vision 
|greater than to enable them to dis- 
‘tireguish light, are entitied fo a pen- 
| sion of $300 a year 

Blind persons with incomes of 
‘more than §600 a year, or who own 
|property of a value of $5000 or more, 
are not entitled to the pension. 

The Legislature makes a separate 
appropriation to the Commission for 
\the Blind to assist deserving blind 
| persons who are able to work.

N THE vault of a 
bank at Stillwater, 
where the Younger 
brothers of Missouri 
served 25 years in 
prison after robbing 
another bank in an- 
other Minnesota town, there 
reposes in apparent security 
the most celebrated bottle of 
wine now in captivity. 

It ig the last bottle of the 
Last Man's Club. 

It is the only bottle of a)- 
coholic beverage at which 
Uncle Sam winks the other 
eye and keeps mum. 

It is the one bottle to pro- . ° 
tect which would rush to arms overnight millions of 
men, “wet,” “dry” or neutral. 

President Harding, who is an old-time newspaper 
man, probably knows about this bottle and its place 
of hiding; but it is a safe bet that the President never 
will order Prohibition Commissioner Roy Haynes to 
raid the bank, Cole Younger style or otherwise, and 
carry off the contraband goods. 

Andrew J. Volstead, who, as a member of Congress, 
sponsored the well-known act providing for enforce- 
ment of the prohibition amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States, lives in Minnesota and undoubt- 
edly is aware of the presence in that bank vault of 
the bottle of wine; but Mr. Volstead shows no tendency 
toward organizing a band to seize the sacred vintage. 

Sacred it is—sacred to the memory of many brave 
men who foaght for the preservation of the Union of 
States created by the Constitution. At this writing 
the exact number of these gallant men now gone to 
their graves is 30. Their names are niscribed on the 
o'ter envelope of the bottle. Three more names are 
to be inscribed there before the seal is broken, the 
‘ork pulled and the contents drunk. Then, no doubt, 
the name of the thirty-fourth—the last man—will be 
Written at the bottom of the list; and when he fs 
fathered to his fathers the empty bottle will be pre-

The last man will be welcome to the inspiration 
he may imbibe from that last bottle. Not only is it 
the last bottle of a considerable bunch of bottles 
originally contributed to the club, but it is the last 
bottle of alcoholic beverage “out of bond” in the ordi- 
nary sense that is protected by the folds of the 
American flag. 

No sublimated bootleggery business is suggested 
here. That last bottle is above the law. It is some- 
thing distinct and different from the ordinary bottle 
ef booze, the sort now outlawed by the Federal Con- 
stitution. It is a container of vinous exhilaration 
sanctified by heroic service on scores of batilefields; 
and when, on a twenty-first of July not many years 
in the future. the last man opens 
and drinks the last bottle [PD the 
weatherworn old building that used 
to be the Sawyer House at Stillwater, 
if anybody makes the slightest ob- 
jection to the ceremony there will 
be more excitement in the State Pen- 
itentiary town than there was at.

who had robbed their home bank. 

One of four men will be the last man and will drink 
the last bottle. It may be John 8S. Goff, now 79 years 
old, an honored guest of the State he represented so 
faithfully as a soldier, for he lives at the Minnesota 
Siolders’ Home at Minnehaha Falis. Charles Lock- 
wood, also 79, residing at Chamberlain, S. D., may be 
the man to break the seal and toss off the contents. 
Though his 83 years seem to give the other two men- 
tioned an advantage in the running, Peter Hall of 
Atwater, Minn., yet may quaff the nectar, needing its 
inspirational influence to ease his sorrow for all his 
comrades dead and gone before him. Emil Graff, 
now living at St. Cloud, Fla., and who is in his eighty- 
fouth year, is the other member of the quartette 
with a chance at the bottle.

RE women temperamentall; and physically

games? A St. Louis physician who for sev- 
eral years has been closely identified in a medical 
and advisory capacity with college athletics here sets 
forth his reasons for saying that the more arduous 
forms of athletics are not suitable for women. 


N THESE days when women are ciamoring for 
equal rights with, men and getting many of 
them, at the polls and in business, it may be 
interesting to review the arguments for and 
against the participation by women in athletics 

In presenting the arguments the milder sports 
will not be considered, reference being made 
principally to forms of athletics where there is. the 
stress and strain, physical and mental. which make 
competitive sports and athletics what they are. 

In order to dispose first of the statement which | 
am sure will bring a storm of protest and denial from 
the ladies. | want to state the arguments against wom- 
en’s athletics, looking at the question from the psy- 
chologist’s viewpoint. Perhaps it would be better to 
call these difficulties which women must face rather 
than arguments against their participation. At any 
rate here are the facts as evidenced from my long ac- 
quaintance with athletics. : 

Women are poorly constituted in temperament, for 
competitive athletics. The woman is not a good loser, 
defeat frequently sending her into a condition border- 
ing on hysteria. :I have seen teams of women play 
brilliantly in a contest and yet in spite of their fine 
playing their failure to overcome their rivals has left 
virtually every member of the team hysterical. 

Another thing is that it is extremely more difficult 
for the woman than it is for the man to subordinate 
the individual to the good of the team. The woman ath- 
tetes cannot forget that they are individuals. A bas- 
set ball team of women finds it extremely difficult to

championship. That's getting pretty high in the ranks 
of women athletes. They should have acquired uath- 
letic polish if women could acquire it 

In addition to the reasons based on the tempera- 
ment, the disposition, the psychological, there are many 
physical reason why women should not go in for ath- 
letics. In the first place, their bone structure is more 
fragile than that of man. The pelvic bones, tilted at

woman more liable to injury. Moreover, the veneral 
physical makeup makes it inadvisable that women take 
part in any form of athletics in which there is violent 
exercise or forceful contact between the participants, 
where the body is apt to be jarred and the mind and 
body put to severe strain. That means, of course. that 
such sports as football. wrestling, jumping, vaulting. 
should be prohibited for women.

ITH sprinc almost here 
and' summer ready to 
follow close on her heels,

First, a word about 
“lines.” It does not seem 
to me that the silhouette 
has varied much in the 
past two years. In 1921 it 
was long and straight; in 
1922 it was longer and 
straighter; in 1923 the sil- 
hovette is still long and 
straight, with an added 
touch produced by the 
close swathing of the fig- 
ure. Slender and svelte, 
therefore, is the decree for 
the coming season, a little

And what of skirt lengths—that subject of interna- 
tional dispute? Not so long ago, when Paul Poiret 
was asked for his opinion he answered: ‘‘Why discuss 
how long skirts shall or shall not be? [| am creating 
long skirts!” Nevertheless, skirts will not be nearly 
as long as the circular skirt of last fall. Skirts dropped 
downward from the knees last September with such an 
impetus that they could not stop until they practically 
trailed the ground. They have had time in which 
to strike a happler length, such as has been the vogue 
in Paris for four years. There is, however, no hard 
and fast rule about the length of skirts. They vary 
from 10 inches to three from the ground, the former 
length being far more general than the latter. Suit 
skirts and afternoon gowns are from 10 to six inches 
from the floor. The average evening gown is only 
slightly longer. It is only the very full-skirted frock 
that is as long as three inches from the ground. 

As for color, light Havana brown and Lanvin green 
will be extremely popular this spring.

That is. as soon @s a ri is old enough to be 
conscious of the desire te ple@4se men. As long as she 
remains young enough to have that desire the rule 
works: and that pretty well_takes in the whole range 
of a woman's life.” 

“The dress designer cogitated brietiv. again. Then 
he continued: 

“{'nquestionably. women do dress to please men in 
by far the majority of cares. At least. that is wom- 

“ an's intention, though she does not always achieve her 
end. Sometimes she loses out because of her mista‘ren 
notion that men like the whusrval. the daring. the 
outre. in dress. For the generality of men that is not 
true at all: they prefer just the ompesite; in short. 
men don't like anything in clothing that catrses a 
woman to be stared at. that makes talk; you know. If 
a woman would win favor in the sight.of her lord and 
master. or of any man who might be such in time. she 
should dress in perfect taste. 

“Men who are sophisticated. and have good taste 
themselves want to see good taste shown in the wom- 
an they admire. They don't find good taste in a bizarre 
costume. For a passing hour some daring effect may 
eatch the eye. on the stage, perhaps —or in another type 
of wothan. But a man wants his sweetheart. his fiancee 
or his wife to wear garments that do not attract undue 
attention. yet such as shall be. in the last analysis. 
altogether beautiful. 

“A man has a keen eye for harmony. Trust him 
for that. His judgment is sound. He catches the 
charm of rhytbmic lines, soft colors. pliable fabrics: 
and he knows when a woman's gown is becomine +o 
her’ as ah individual. And that, by the way, [ should 
say is the primary secret of good taste in dress” 

We have had books in recent years on various sorts 
of psychology, and one of these not to be left out! of 
the reckoning is “The Psychology of Dress,” by Frank 
Alveh Parsons, president of the New York Schoo! of 
Fine and Applied Art. Mr. Parsons is not a commer- 
cialist: he treats his topic purely from the viewpoint 
of a psychologizing student of artistic effects. He 
says, and his statement applies to women's clothes as 
well as to man’s:

“A man’s clothes, lice other rézc ions to his needs 
are bis waterial response to a demand for them. and 
by the resnits he must stand or fall. whether judged 
commercially, socialiy. artistically, ethically. or by a 
simple standard of common sense.”

reader. but, anyhow. it indicates that clothes are 
worth taking quite seriously. In any event. most per- 
sons. mnale and fématle alike. who value the gzood opin- 
ions of others. take their clothes rather seriously 
Probably more thoveéht is given to clothing. and more 
worry grows out of the same subject, than to any other 
human neéed save food Therefore, it behooves all 
of us to take serious thoneht as to why we wear clothes. 
how we should wear them and wherein we should not 
denart from strict s'andards of common sense as ex- 
pressed sartorially. 

Alons this line Mr. Collins. already quoted. has in- 
terestinB&@¢hings to suggest. For instance. he says 
that it behooves woman. fair or otherwise, to en- 
grave upon her consciotsness three things as primary 
principles applied to the matter of clothes. Coherence 
is one. line is another. motion is the third. That 
sonnds somewhat psychologic. too. but it may be 
put into plainer terms 

Coherence demands that a given dress show lbw! 
ance and proportion --in mass, details and color The 
désicner must show a feeling for form. A good arr 
tect Wouldn't put a rakish tower on top of a squatty 
building. Fréequentiy the designer of a costume is 
the wearer. A word to the wise is quite a-plenty. 
Don't forget your architectural demands or limitations 
when you design or buy a gown or a bonnet. Cut the 
pattern to harmonize with the model

In spite of the fact that most people think of the 
United States Secret Service as an organization mainly 
concerned with the detection of counterfeiters and the 
xuarding cf the President, there are a number of other 
activities which governmental operatives have to un- 
dertake from time to time. With the possible excep- 
tion of-murder mysteries, which come more properly 
within the province of the local police, there is hardly 
any type of crime thatehe secret service man doesn’t 
tackle, from smuggling to os conspiracies of 
the anarchists who have thei eadquarters in Petro- 
srad, Genoa or Lisbon. And probably less than 1 per 
cent of their work ever receives re ognition in the eyes 
of the public. That’s because they're not detectives in 
the ordinary sense of the term. but specialists in their 
various lines—men who are assigned to a case with 
the understanding that they are to stay with it for 
months, or even years, sticking close to the trail until 
the end is reached and all the threads have been gath- 
ered together. 

No one connected with the service has the slightest 
idea what the day or even the hour will bring forth, 


in the way of orders from headquarters, for the next 
trip may take them as far as- Yokohama or Rio, Port 
Said or Cape Town, or it may only lead them around 
the corner. That’s the reason that Bill Kerns couldn't

‘Naturally, we do not wish to send troops to Vin- 
cennes unless it is absolutely necessary. Action of this 
kind would only lead to additional bloodshed and dis- 
order. “What we heed is someone who has the nerve 
to go out there, investigate the case from every pos- 
sible angle and make a.report naming the persons re- 
sponsible for the lynchings. That’s why I requested 
Chief Wilkie to assign his- Nest man to the task—and 
he sent for you.” 7 

Kerns smiled thoughtfully and smoothed the hair 
back from’ his left temple, a mannerism which was 
noticeable when he was giving his deepest considera- 
tion to the ‘problem at hand.

“In investigating this matter, therefore, you will be 
working against a large number of men who must pro- 
tect each other’s interests as well as their own, for.con- 
viction of one of the leaders will almost certainly entail 
the discovery of others who were connected with the 
conspiracy. Compared to this case, the round-up of a 
gang of counterfeiters is child's play—-for here you will 
have to work entirely in the dark, one man against 
practically an entire county. A single slip would mean 
your. death and would force the Government to take 
steps which might lead to protracted bloodshed.” 

“In which case,” Kerns replied, with his character- 
istic bluntness, “it would be well for me to get out 
to Vincennes as quickly as I can. The longer we wait 
the less chance there is of success. You*‘can depend 
upon it, Mr. Secretary, that I'll do everything possible 
to get the information you want.
